Head First for Dublin.

Brooklyn, N. T., took off at 5:02 


a. m. Eastern standard time today 
for Oslo, Norway. 

Their plane, The Green Moun- 
tain Boy, rose into a cloudless sky. 
Weather reports said they would 
have a tail wind across the Atlan- 
tic and predicted clear weather on 
the other side except for some rain 
600 miles out. 

The flyers expected to make the 
$150 miles to Oslo in 30 hours but 
they carried enough gasoline to 
stay aloft Yor seven hours beyond 
that time. Their route lay over 
Dublin. Ireland; Boston, England, 
and Cuxhaven, Germany. 

The cabin doors of the plane 
were sealed to make room tor 
emergency gasoline tanks and a 
hole was cut through the roof as 
a means of entrance and exit. Lee 
hoped that the empty fuel tanks 
would keep the ship afloat at least 
until the motor could be cut loose 
with a hack saw in the event they 
were forced down over the ocean. 
With the weight of the motor gone, 
they hought they would be able to 
stay above water for some time, 

Sandwiches Taken Along. 

Provisions included sandwiches, 
2% gallons of water, a quart of 
milk and a pint of coffee. Concen- 
trated food tablets were taken in 
the event of an emergency. 

Hubert Huntington, navigator of 
the flight, stayed behind at Barre, 
Vt. to direct the flyers. It was 
Huntington who gave the word for 
the start this morning. Huntington 
has chartéd the position of all ships 
along the Green Mountain Boy’s: 
route and he planned to communi- 
cate with the vessels by radio 
should Lee and Bochkon fail to 
bé sighted at specific points.

The Mulkeytown Ambush.

As the reporters reached 
Mulkeytown they were flagged 
down. Their cars were stopped be- 
tween two rows of about 150 men 
each, entrenched on either side of 
the road in deep gullies. 

Hach man had a rifle or shotgun 
and was sufficiently entrenched so 
that. he could fire across the road 
above his head without danger of 
hitting the defenders on the other 
bide; Another group of a hundred 

or more, including several machine- 
gunners, stood at a filling station 
at the crossroad. 

“You newspaper men go on 
ahead and get. out of the way, 
one of them commanded. 

The reporters drove east on the 
road for 300 yards, parked their 
cars, and walked back as the head 
of the miners’ column reached the 
crossroad, The invaders had driv- 
en into an ambush from ‘which 
there was no escape save by non- 
resisting flight. 

Glass Broken, Tires Shot Out. 

The cars were halted bumper to 
bumper. While. the men in the 
gullies kept them defore the muz- 
zies of their pieces, the 100 at the 
filling station crowded around the 
first of the machines—all that is, 
except the machine gunners and & 
few riflemen, who maintained their 
stations at the cross-road com- 

ding a field of fire down the

“Turn around and get, out of 
here,” the deputies shouted at the 
driver of the first car, éufsing lus- 
tliy to emphasize their commands: 
“We'll show you how far you can 
get.“ 

The American flags were jerked 
from the front of the car. A burly 
deputy swung a club and smashed 
out the windshield: A woman in 
the car screamed shrilly above the 
crash of glass as others broke out 
the windows with clubs and rifle- 
butts. 

Down the line came the din of 
shouts, screams and the crash of 
more glass. Then the whip-like 
crack of pistol shots as the defend- 
ers began firing into the tires of 
the machines. The faces of the 
invaders blanched. They began 
pleading against violence.

The third automobile in the 
procession was a. truck .bearing 18 
men; These raised their hands aloft 
at the first shot.

From the ranks of the deputies 
came several times the shouted 
command, “Stop that shooting,” 
but it went on, The correspondent 
saw not a single weapon leveled 
and fired at any of the miners. 
All the firing was directed at tires

Hopeless 


As each miner tried to turn his 
mobile on the narrow road, the 


highway became a hopeless tangle. 


Dozens of automobiles went off the 


road and bumped into the ditch. 


Their occupants fled across the 


corm field beside thé road. Depu- 
ties from the crossroad force fol- 
lowed in shouting pursuit, belabor- 
ing the fleeing men on the heads 
and hips with clubs and rifles until 
they had come to the bank of the 
river. Here the miners leaped un- 
hesitatingly into the shallow 
stream and splashed across to 
safety on the west bank. 

Through it all the men in the 
gullies stuck grimly to their posts, 
keeping the invaders always under 
the muzzies of their weapons, and 
moving aside only when a miner’s 
automobile got out of control and 
came lumbering down among them, 

Farther back in the line there 
was hopeless confusion. Women 
screamed. Men shouted, “Turn 
back, they’re being killed,” as the 
sound of the scattered firing was 
carried back to them. 

County Officials Reach Scene. 

Meanwhile, Sheriff Robinson and 
State’s Attorney Hart, informed of 
the fight, had made a fast run from 
Benton. When they got to the 
scene the miners were already rout- 
ed. Franklin County deputies were 
still chasing miners across the 
fields. One deputy, an elderly man 
with a long white beard, was fol- 
lowing a truck load of miners down 
the road, cursing and weeping.

Finally he fired at the truck with 
his shotgun. The charge was low, 
apparently by intention. The 
white-faced invaders, standing 
with their hands held up, crowded 
in panic to the front of the truck 
Dody, and dropped in a heap on 
the floor. 

As darkness fell the last of the 
invaders were hustied into an 
automobile and the field was final- 
ly clear.

Nearly all of the other structures,

weeks. 

Use of the McNichols store, 4 
six-floor building on a 60-foot lot, 
has continued; Cunningham said 
he had been unable to get in touch 
with Henry J. McNichols, . 
dent-treasurer of the company, in 
repeated efforts. He recalled that 
McNichols had been a leader of 
property owners in the district 
early this year in demands that the 
city hasten the widening work. 

Title to the 40-foot strip was ac- 
quired by the city several months 
ago. Cunningham has hesitated to 
take possession of the former Mc- 
Nichols property without ugree- 
ment of the company, for fear of 
legal complications. Half of the 
lot was owned by the company and 
half by Henry W. Gehner, and the 
company owned the building. The 
city, of course, did not acquire the 
rear portion of the lot or building. 
Gehner has consented to dhe wreck- 
ing of adjacent buildings which he 
owns, 

There has been some delay over 
removal of another building in the 
path of the widening, at 18 South 
Sixth street. This is a four-story 
structure on a 30-foot lot, owned 
by Joseph Foristel, which has been 
used as a lithographing and print- 
ing shop. Cunningham believes 
that arrangements will be made 
soon for removing it. 

The widened thoroughfare will 
be carried from Market street to 
Walnut street, between Seventh 
and Sixth streets. The old Hippo- 
drome Theater, a landmark, is in 
the way. The city has acquired a 
triangular portion of this prop- 
erty, with 85-foot frontage on Sixth 
street and 96 fest deep. 

Although wrecking contractors 
have agreed to remove all the other 
buildings involwed for no com- 
pensation except the salvage, bids 
for tearing down the heavy steel 
and concrete theater building 
ranged from $5000 to $16,000. The 
city’s share of the $5000 price is 
$2600, covering only the portion of 
the building on the city right-of- 
way. If the three interests owning 
the remainder of the structure 
agree, the whole thing will be torn 
down, as the vestige would be use- 
less. If their section is left stand- 
ing the city’s contractor will have 
to shore big girders to prevent a 
collapse. 

If the McNichols, Foristel and 
Hippodrome buildings are re- 
moved soon, the street paving 
probably can be completed be- 
fore winter interrupts, between 
Third and Twentieth streets. Pav- 
ing between Twentieth and Vande- 
venter avenue will not be done 
until next year.

TESTS AUTHORITY 
IN SECURITIES DEA 


Assumes Jurisdiction Over 
Transfer of Assets of 
Clarion’ Power Co. to 
n n 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. — The 
Federal Power Commission has 
definitely, and for the first time, 
assumed jurisdiction over the issu- 
ance and sale of utility securities 
by companies which operate under 
licenses granted by the commis- 
sion. Washington speculated today 
on whether the commission's dra- 
matic and unexpected move had 
been influenced by Gov. Roosevelt's 
Columbus speech, in which he de- 
manded stricter Federal control of 
trading in securities. 
The action was precipitated by a 
transaction whereby the Clarion 
River Power Co. transferred its as- 
sets to the Pennsylvania Electric 
Co. Both corporations are owned 
by the Associated Gas & Electric 
Co. and operate in Pennsylvania. 
Although the Clarion company 
holds a Federal license for its Piney 
project, it failed to ask the Power 
Commission's permission to trans- 
fer this license to its fellow subsid- 
lary. 

Learning of the -transfer, the 
commission late yesterday sent a 
letter to officials of the two com- 
panies, making “an unqualified de- 
mand” for a complete report on 
the transaction. The letter stipu- 
lated that the report be filed within 
10 days. and forbade either com- 
pany to issue any securities pending 
the commission's scrutiny of the re- 
port. 

Protection of Value Demanded. 

The commission asked for proof 
that the transfer of the Clarion as- 
sets was not designed “to impair 
or destroy the value of the $4,453.,- 
000 of preferred stock outstanding 
of the Clarion River Power Co.” 
The formal announcement of the 
commission’s action states: 
“Conferences last week at Har- 
risburg between representatives of 
the Federal Power Co.iamission and 
the Pennsyivania Public. Service 
Commission have resulted in defi- 
nite action relative to the financial 
conduct of the Clarion River Pow- 
er Co., licensed under the Federal 
water power act. The Federal 
Commission today adopted three 
orders: One making an unqualified 
demand upon the Clarion River 
Power Co. for facts, requiring it 
to file within 10 days a complete 
report on the purported sale of its 
property to the Pennsylvania Elec- 
tric Co.: another ordering the 
Clarion River Power Co. not to is- 
sue or sell any securities without 
prior approval by the Federal 
Power Commission, and a third 
serving similar notice upon the 
Pennsylvania Electric Co., either 
as customer or successor of the 
Clarion River Power Co. 

“This formal assuming of juris- 
diction over the issue or salé of 
securities by a Federal licensee in 
the State of Pennsylvania is indi- 
cative of the Federal Power Com- 
mission’s decision to do everything 
within its authority to safeguard 
the financiai health and physical 
wellbeing of tts licensee companies, 
“Confusion and complications 
may be introduced into the situa- 
tion by holding companies and in- 
terlocking directors, but it is be- 
lieved this need: not prevent carry-

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia., Aug. 25. 
-A highways into Council Blufts 
éxcept one, were cleared of Farm- 
ers’.

Those injured yesterday were of- 
ficers who sought to break the 
picket lines of striking farmers 
seeKing to prevent the shipment of 
farm produce into Omaha, just 
across the Missouri River from 
Council Bluffs. 

Bricks, clubs and pieces of 
road ties flew through the air 1 
nicht when five officers in a police 
car with tear gas drove through a 
crowd of picketing farm folk, some 
of them women and children. Shots 
were fired into the air vy one of 
the officers as the car went through 
the crowd. Numerous strikers and 
onlookers were gassed. 

Despite the efforts of the officers 
to break up the picket formations, 
the farmers were back on the high- 
| ways, with reinforcements reported | 
arriving from other strike centers. 

Noe Appeal for Troops. 
There - as talk of asking Gov. 
Dan Turner for intervention of the 
National Guard, now encamped at 
| Camp Dcdge for annual maneuvers, 
but Sheriff P. A. Lainson, leading 
the law e@@forcement officers, ex- 
pressed confidence the uation

The ‘tleriff was planning a re- 
newed assault on the picket lines 
tnless the concentration of strik- 
ers appeared too great fer his men 
to handle. .

MADRID, Aug. 25.—The Gov- 
ernment tonight granted clemency 
to Gen. Jose Sanjurjo, sentenced 
to death earlier in the day for 
leading the recent monarchist re- 
volt. 

Announcement of the -Govern- 
ment’s action was made by Premier 
Azana at the conclusion of a long 
Cabinet session. The Premier was 
surrounded by a great crowd and 


there was tremendous applause. 

The ministers’ action in regard 
to Gen. Sanjurjo took the form of 
a request to the President that the 
sentence be commuted to life im- 
prisonment. The announcement 
was made in Congress, where it 
created tumultuous excitement. 
There were numerous fist fights 
among those who heard the Pre- 
mier speak. The radical Socialists 
announced they would hold a 
meeting immediately to take action 
against the Cabinet decision. 

They also reported that the Cab- 
inet had discussed discharging all 
officers of the army to effect a 
complete reorganization.
